A 
newspaper to keep pace with Its con­ 
temporaries and give all the news to 
; its readers must maintain a corps of 
high priced correspondents In the field, 
aa well as keep in touch with the head 
quarters of the contending armies. In 
some eases syndicates are formed, hut 
most of the Mg newspapers of this 
country have anywhere from three to 
a dozen skilled w riters on their pay­ 
rolls in eastern Asia. 
The cost of cablegrams Is a still 
heavier Item of expense. For Instance, 
from Chefti to New York the cable 
rate for press dispatches is 42 cents a 
word, and the same rate Is charged 
from Tientsin and Shanghai 
From 
Fort A rthur via the Pacific cable the 
roto is ll.02 a word, nnd from Tokyo 
It costs 54 cents a word to transm it a 
press message. From Vladivostok and 
Chemulpo no press rates are made, 
and messages must be pain for In ad- 
I vs nee a t the full rate. which is about 
three times higher. The following Inci­ 
dent Illustrates the expense of cabling 
war news:
